But they need our 
medical and nursing care desperately. All the Nazi hate, horror, 
and hellfire on earth won’t keep us from helping those boys 
who need us!” 

That letter came from the front lines in Italy late last month 
It happened to be written by Lt. Helen E. Wharton, chief nurse 
of the 16th Evacuation Hospital. But it might have been writ- 
ten by any nurse in any of the many units which are also now 
under fire 

It hit us right between the eyes. We would like to print it in 
56-point type and post it where we could always see it. W:« 
would like to remember those open, steaming bellies, that twen- 
ty-four hour a day nursing, the cold and 
pain and dirt, and the thundering guns, 
whenever the temptation comes to shrug 
complacently and imagine that any of us 
here at home could possibly be doing 
enough.

ee HAT is it like, working in a 
Henry J. Kaiser hospital?” 

All over the United States nurses 
have been asking this question, ever 
since the famous industrialist’s health 
plan for his workers became a contro- 
versial issue. 

The question is legitimate and 
timely. Kaiser is employing hundreds 
of nurses—and they are well paid, 
enthusiastic about their work, and 
convinced that the shipbuilder’s health 
program is sound and well worth con- 
sideration by other types of manage- 
ment. 

R.N. went to Oakland and Rich- 
mond, California, to find out what 
nursing in a shipyard hospital is like, 
and to see how the Kaiser plan differs 
from traditional nursing. 

At the two hospitals of the Kaiser- 
sponsored Permanente Foundation 
serving the Richmond shipyards, 240 
registered nurses are working. In 
the Northern Permanente hospital at 
Vancouver, Washington, there is an 
even larger staff to serve the 330-bed 
general hospital and the related plant 
clinics and other services. At Fon- 
tana, in Southern California, where 
Kaiser operates the first steel mill to 
be set up in this part of the country, 
another large nursing group is taking 
care of war workers and their fami- 
lies. All told, in the states of California 
and Washington, 130,000 war workers 
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pay fifty sixty cents a week into 
the Kaiser Health Plan and receive 
in return almost unlimited medical 
and nursing care. 

Medical director of the plan, Dr. 
Sidney R. Garfield has ideas of his 
own on nu! o. 

“Our conception of the profession- 
ally trained, registered nurse,” he 
says, “is that she is the doctor’s as- 
sistant, not the patient’s maid.” Her 
treatment, standing, remuneration, 
and prestige should be in accordance 
with that concept, the Permanente 
medical staff believes. “That is our 
attitude and objective.” Due to re- 
strictions growing out of the war and 
to conditions beyond present control, 
the ideal has not yet been fully at- 
tained. “But,” says Dr. Garfield 
emphatically, “we are not losing sight 
of that ain

\rmy rejects, usually in the 4-F 
or over forty old.

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Many are in their fifties, some in their 
sixties and seventies. They come from 
all classes and from every state in 
the Union. All are employed by 
Kaiser. 

The Oakland Permanente hospital 
is typical of all Kaiser institutions in 
equipment, operation, and personnel. 
Now with a capacity of 134 beds, 
surveying has started for a new 150- 
bed annex. It is modern, completely 
equipped, with emphasis on ortho- 
pedics because so many cases require 
this type of care. Its rooms are all 
semi-private; there are no wards. 
There are a receiving room; isola- 
tion temporary treatment 
utility room for 
medications; pharmacy; physiother- 
apy departments; two X-ray depart- 
ments (including dental); three sur- 
geries ;acast room ; orthopedic depart- 
ment: surgical clinic; medical clinic, 
and. laboratories. (The Richmond 
Field Hospital, now being enlarged 
to 240-bed will be similarly 
equipped on a larger scale.)

On the floor are forty-three staff 
R.N.’s, assisted by fourteen trained 
attendants; one dressing room nurse 
who cares for surgical dressings; five 
head nurses. The surgery has 
surgical supervisor, twelve operating 
room nurses, and four anesthetists. 

One thing that eases the day’s work 
for the nurses at Permanente is an 
intercommunication between 
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each bed and the central nurses’ sta- 
tions, permitting the patient and nurse 
(or doctor) to speak directly to one 
another. “I can’t tell you how many 
steps that saves our girls,” says Miss 
Whalin. “If only a bedpan or some 
simple bedside attention is required, 
the call can be answered by one of our 
trained attendants, thus conserving 
our nurses’ time for strictly 
nursing duties.” 

The Permanente hospitals 
run on a twenty-four hour bas- 
is, including surgery, and all 
nurses work on a three-shift 
schedule, with the girls rotat- 
ing, three weeks on days, two 
weeks on evenings, one week 
on nights. There are no split 
shifts. Nurses work a straight 
eight-hour day: 7:30 a. m. to 4:00 
p.M.; 3:30 to 12:00 midnight; 12:00 
to 8:00 a.m. The out-patient clinic has 
one supervising nurse, fourteen clinic 
nurses, working days. ° 

At the present time, the Richmond 
Field Hospital, where Rosina Bruhn 
is superintendent of nurses, has thirty- 
two registered nurses in the hospital 
unit and thirty-six in the out-patient 
clinic (which has a heavy load at 
Richmond). There are six surgical 
nurses. 

Richmond’s six first aid stations 
employ sixty-one R.N.’s for the 
twenty-four hour period; twenty-four 
first aid men assist them. 

All Permanente hospitals follow the 
C.S.N.A. schedule and recommenda- 
tions as to salaries and personnel 
practices. They have the distinction 
also of wanting to pay their nurses 
more than the War Labor Board cur- 
rently permits.

Oakland Permanente obtains all its 
nurses through the Alameda County 
Nurses’ Registry. If the registry 
doesn’t send a nurse at once, the hos- 
pital knows it is only because there are 
none to send. Other hospitals in the 
area have accused the Kaiser hos- 
pitals of pirating its nurses. “That 
is one thing we try not to do,” Miss 
Whalin says. “Because of war condi- 
tions, we do have a larger turnover in 
nursing personnel than we like. The 
girls can’t help it, and neither can we. 
When replacements are necessary, we 
try to make them by not encroaching 
on the instutional personnels in our 
community.” 

Kaiser hospitals are kept busy. In 
December Oakland-Permanente had 
648 admissions and a total of 4,268 
patient-days, two-thirds of which 
were under the health plan. In the out- 
patient department 7,357 patients 
were treated. Bed patients received 
5,332 laboratory tests and 413 X-rays. 
Surgical processes were performed on 
253 patients, and visiting nurses made 
over a thousand home calls. 

At the Richmond Field hospital, 
the one-day average is a thousand 
patients in the o.p.p., another thous-

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Amebiasis and Amebicides 


A BRIEF REVIEW 


MEBIASIS is an infection caused 
t\ by the parasitic organism, Enda- 
moeba histolytica, which most fre- 
quently affects the intestinal tract but 
may also invade the liver, lungs, 
brain, pleura, skin, or any body organ 
or tissue. The condition occurs in 
people of all ages, but is predomi- 
nant in the male. 

“The relative frequency and in- 
creasing significance of amebiasis has 
not been sufficiently appreciated,” ac- 
cording to Ochsner and colleagues, 
“and in spite of repeated demonstra- 
tions to the contrary, the fallacious 
impression still exists that the disease 
appears principally in the tropical or 
subtropical regions.” Authoritative 
estimates on the number of persons in 
the United States infested with the 
ameba run from seven million to 
twenty-six million. Because the dis- 
ease and its treatment presents a size- 
able problem in this country and in 
the tropical regions where our armed 
forces now fight, the nurse will no 
doubt desire to refresh herself on the 
subject. 

A good general classification based 
on pathology is outlined by D’Antoni: 
1. Asymptomatic amebiasis

Patients in group 1 have either n 
symptoms or symptoms so slight the) 
pass unnoticed. They are for the most 
part carriers who transmit the infec 
tions through passage of cysts. They 
may never develop acute or chronic 
amebiasis with symptoms. On _ the 
other hand, they may be subject to a 
liver or lung abscess without disturb 
ance of bowel function or any othe: 
syndrome and the amebic infestation 
may then come to light. 

The latent mild stages of ame 
biasis may give rise to such signs as 
pain in the lower right quadrant, con 
stipation alternating with diarrhea 
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ss of weight, anorexia, nervousness, 
te. 

Diarrhea is practically always pres- 
nt in the chronic or acute types of 
ie disease. Certain patients have 
ecurrent attacks of severe diarrhea 
vhich may last for hours or days. 
onstipation may occur between 
liarrheal spells. Other signs are the 
ame as given above for the 
ases, except for greater severity. 

Acute amebic dysentery may appear 
suddenly and with no warning. The 
number of twenty, 
thirty, forty or more daily, largely 
fluid, usually containing blood, mucus, 
ind shreds of mucous membrane. As 
1 matter of fact, any patient giving a 
history of bloody diarrhea should be 
suspected of having amebic dysentery. 
Other syndromes include 
‘hills, headache, abdominal distress, 
tenesmus of rectum and_ bladder, 
sometimes fever. Progressiveness of 
the infection results in loss of strength, 
undernourishment and loss of weight, 
iatigue, exhaustion and, not 
juently, death. 

The most common complications of 
imebiasis are hepatitis, and hepatic 
ibscess. Abscesses of the lung, pleura,

rain, skin, or other organ or part 
if the body may ensue with or 
vithout bowel symptoms. Partial in- 
testinal obstruction due to scarifica- 
tron has been noted, as have intestinal 
perforation, and peritonitis.

Here is the cycle of infection and 
transmission : 

A person ingests food or drink 
polluted by personal contact with car- 
riers, defective plumbing, or the 
droppings of flies, roaches, or other 
insects which feed on feces contain- 
ing amebic cysts. The cysts pass un- 
harmed through the stomach, the cyst 
wall is dissolved in the intestine and 
four motile amebae are liberated. The 
parasites multiply rapidly and in 
great numbers. They usually attack 
the bowel wall and, in some cases, 
work their way right through it. 

The Endamoeba histolytica produc- 
es a characteristic intestinal ulcer as 
seen through the proctoscope or sig- 
moidoscope. Schulze and Ruffin des- 
cribe it as: “usually shallow, multiple 
and discrete, with undermined edges. 
varying 2 to 5 mm. in diameter, the 
intervening mucosa being slightly 
edematous, but otherwise normal. 
They were frequently covered by a 
yellowish gray exudate or mucus 
which almost invariably contained 
mobile trophozoites. These were pres- 
ent in 82 per cent of the cases which 
were examined proctoscopically.” This 
proctoscopic picture, the finding of 
the parasite on the ulcerous area, and 
demonstration of the motile forms of 
cysts of Endamoeba histolytica in stool 
specimens are the most important 
means of diagnosis. Repeated exami-

£\ many another large U.S. city re- 
cently the Army’s first overseas hos 
pital train, designated the Third Hos 
pital Train, was open for inspection, 
was boarded by nurses, doctors, andoth 
er interested civilians. The ten-carolive 
drab train, evenly marked topside with 
car-wide squares of white, precisely 
setting off Red Cross markings as 
put jorth in the Geneva Convention 
agreements, had emerged from a long 
period of planning and revision, from 
six months of construction work, into 
a complete hospital unit with every 
bit of space utilized. On its way to the 
California-Arizona manoeuvre area 
for training purposes, it will present- 
lv be assigned to overseas duty, will 
go into action as a unit functioning 
smoothly to the greatest advantage of 
patients and hospital crew alike.

aye FORD was captured by the 

Japanese at the identical hour 
that swarming Zeros poured the first 
bombs upon unsuspecting Pearl Har- 
bor. 

Her capture came, as did the out- 
break of war, unexpectedly and me- 
thodically. She had remained aboard 
the British freighter after arriving in 
the harbor at Canton in compliance 
with a Japanese cholera quarantine 
prohibiting anyone from going ashore 
for forty-eight hours after the vessel 
docked. 

Ten hours before the time limit ex- 
pired, Japanese soldiers, with drawn 
bayonets flashing in the sun, boarded 
the freighter. Miss Ford, arriving in 
Canton to take her duties as superin- 
tendent of the Baptist School of Nurs- 
ing at nearby Leungkwang, joined the 
others huddling near the prow of the 
ship. She watched with a sinking 
heart as a Nip soldier lowered the 
Union Jack from the mast and raised 
in its place the blazing emblem of the 
Rising Sun. 

In a matter of seconds the ship’s 
radio equipment was destroyed and 
Jap soldiers, smirking in a new-found 
power, busily slapped stickers on 
every movable item. In three languages 
the stickers proclaimed that the object 
had been confiscated in the name of 
the Emperor of Japan. 

A squat, flashily tailored officer 
mounted the forecastle ladder. Sensing 
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re-questioned. The Jap officers laughed 
cornfully when told that Miss Ford 
ad arrived in Canton only two days 
efore. To them it was a joke that 
he should return to her field of serv- 
ce from a furlough with relatives in 
rennessee on the day Japan was to 
onquer- the world. 
Finally, near the close of day, Miss 
lord was permitted to go alone to 
the American Embassy. That night- 
iarish trip through the dented, crum- 
led streets of a once proud city awoke 
in the nurse the realization that her 
duty, regardless of what might be her 
surroundings or her fate, was to al- 
leviate the pains of war as much as 
possible. And the hundreds of thou- 
sands about her who needed medical 
attention drove home to her mind the 
fact that, try until human strength failed, 
she could not hope to administer to 
each of them personally. She accepted 
the knowledge that care for the wound- 
ed would be possible only through 
teaching others how to aid them. 
“That day the Japs closed Red 
Cross and church feeding stations all 


over Canton,’ Miss Ford recalls. 
“More than 12,000 were turned away 
to face quick death from starvation 
that had already reached a dangerous 
stage. These lay where they had 
fallen from fatigue, their shriveled, 
sunken eyes pleading for help which 
their lips could not utter and their 
hearts dared not hope to receive.” 

At the Embassy Miss Ford appealed 
to Mr. Myers, of the diplomatic corps, 
for assistance in reaching the hospital 
some ten miles away. After nearly a 
week of gruelling cross-examination 
by Jap intelligence officers, she was 
transported to the Baptist Compound 
by a Jap sergeant driving a staff car. 
En route she engaged the soldier in 
conversation, and learned that he had 
been educated in the United States 
and was a devout Christian. 

In the weeks to come the sergeant 
was to be the best ally for the women 
in the closely guarded hospital school. 
He acted as interpreter and counsellor 
to Miss Ford and her seven frightened 
but faithful Chinese girls who were

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ANGELS WINGS 

Authorization of an official gold- 
winged badge for flight nurses of 
the Army Air Forces was announced 
by the War Department last month. 
The badge is similar to a flight sur- 
geon’s wings, although smaller, and 
consists of the combat observer’s 
badge with the Army Nurse Corps 
caduceus superimposed in the center. 
It is issued to nurse graduates of the 
School of Air Evacuation, Bowman 
Field? Ky., at completion of the eight 
weeks’ intensive training course and 
is offered in special recognition of 
the flying status and additional re- 
sponsibilities of nurses assigned to 
this branch of the service. 

Actually, the gold wings are not 
new, having been awarded to most of 
the 500 Army nurses who have grad- 
uated from the school since its in- 
ception a year ago. This official an- 
nouncement, however, makes the gold 
wings the authorized military insignia 
of the flight nurse rather than merely 
the badge identifying graduates of the 
S.A.E. 


DOCTORS DISAGREE 

Drastic changes in the Wagner- 
Murray-Dingell bill were recom- 
mended by the Committee of Physi- 
cians for the Improvement of Medical 
Care, Inc., late in December. The 
committee, composed of leading mem- 
bers of the medical faculties of Har- 
vard, Yale, Columbia, Johns Hopkins, 
and other leading medical schools 
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postwar needs in the fields of com 
munity and industrial nursing. Stud- 
nts completing the course will be 
ualified to take administrative, sup- 
rvisory and organizational posts in 
public health, school, or industrial 
nursing. 


HEALTH AIRWAVED 

Dr. Ernest L. Stebbins, New York 
City Health Commissioner, address- 
ing the fourth annual Health Educa- 
tion Conference of the New York 
\cademy of Medicine, recently, the 
subject of which was “radio in health 
ducation,” proposed that a national 
irganization be formed by representa- 
tives of public health and medicine 
and of the radio industry for the pro- 
notion of more efficient use of the 
radio in public health education. 
‘There is no question,” he said, “that 
radio has a tremendous possibility 
{ influence either for good or bad 
or the public health,” while public 
health officers have felt “that actual 
harm was done by radio from the 
public health standpoint. Most for- 
vard-looking stations have taken 
teps to correct the unsupervised dis- 





tribution of information on health 
matters.”

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SOLDIERS WIVES 


According to Lt. Col. A. G. Rudd, 
who is in charge of the Army Emer- 
gency Relief organization in the Sec- 
ond Service Command, free maternity 
and infant care are now available to 
the wives of every Army man regard- 
less of his rank. Although the prin- 
cipal source of assistance for ma- 
ternity cases is the Emergency Ma- 
ternity and Infant Care program, that 
organization limits assistance to en- 
listed personnel who are privates, 
p.f.c.’s, corporals, and grade four 
sergeants. When cases come to the 
A.E.R., they are turned over to the 
E.M.I.C. if the soldier ranks as duty 
sergeant or lower. Otherwise, if the 
case proves to merit financial at- 
tention, it is taken by the A.E.R. 
Maternity and infant care assistance 
will be extended to unmarried ex- 
pectant mothers if sufficient proof that 
the father of the child is in the Army 
can be provided. 

The Emergency Maternity and In- 
fant Care program, authorized by the 
Federal Government and adminis- 
tered by individual states, was put 
into operation several months ago.

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invasion, when all their training and 
knowledge will come into sharp focus. 
The actual number of nurses in this 
theatre cannot be mentioned but it was 
noted that the first air evacuation 
squadron to arrive included 25 flight 
nurses. 

Ground force nurses also are going 
through a stepped up program of 
preparation. Assigned to an American 
school center they are being given 
four weeks’ military drill and physi- 
cal training, are taught how medical 
units close to the firing line operate. 
Since many of these nurses may soon 
be serving in units no more than 
three or four miles behind the lines 
Army officers are instructing them in 
how to defend themselves against such 
possibilities as chemical warfare. 

While nurses in Britain prepare, 
Army nurses in Italy are already 
stationed in front-line field hospitals, 
and meeting soldiers at temporary 
stations only a few miles from where 
they are wounded, giving nursing 
care to those too critically injured 


for transportation to evacuation hos- 
pitals. 

Coming in for particular praise are 
the groups of itinerant nurses who 
have volunteered for service in aux- 
iliary surgical teams and who, with 


equipment and surgeons, travel to 
units needing their services for par- 
ticular types of treatment or surgery.

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student nurses per day, $328,500, or 
a total of $544,500.” However, the 
Navy reminded Congress that the 
student nurses would replace higher 
paid personnel of the Hospital Corps 
to a certain extent. The $216,000 esti- 
mated for pay is based on the $30 per 
month, prescribed as a minimum sti- 
pend for senior cadet nurses 

However, a higher rate than this 
probably will be paid by Federal 
igencies using the services of senior 
cadets. The exact rate has not yet 
been set, but may be double the mini- 
mum set by the Bolton Act. Some ci- 
vilian hospitals, planning to use senior 
cadets, are reported to be planning to 
pay $70 or more a month. 

As previously announced, the Army 
plans to employ 1,500 senior cadet 
nurses at one time in its hospitals, re- 
placing some members of the A.N.C. 
tor overseas duty. 

Other agencies to use senior cadets 
are Veterans’ Administration, Public 
Health Service and Office of Indian 
\ffairs. Altogether about 2,400 sen- 
or cadets will be employed at one 
time by Federal agencies. This total 
s roughly 20 per cent of the number 
of senior cadets expected to be avail 
able up to July 1, leaving four-fifths 
of the senior cadets available for ci- 

ilian institutions. ° 

The U.S. Public Health Service,

Classes were held within hearing of 
the hospital wards. White faced, the 
voung Chinese girls absorbed the 
knowledge meted out by Miss Ford. 
Thankfully they opened the locker, 
resembling the Medical Chest No. 2 
used in the Army, and gave first aid 
to their own people who were per- 
mitted to enter the Compound be- 
tween the hours of sunrise and sunset. 

Yet, despite the fact that their own 
wounded were mostly without care, 
the Japanese officers never once sought 
assistance from the nurse and her 
charges. Which might be by way of 
illustrating the trust the average Jap 
soldier has im us. 

Vigilant supervision was exercised 
over the school. Each few days sol- 
diers stormed the building, inspecting 
all installations to make sure that no 
property had been removed, and 
checked the students and bed patients. 

Soon after Miss Ford arrived at 
the school, she and the students were 
assembled and forced to watch Japa- 
nese soldiers glue stickers on every 
piece of furniture. The inscription on 
each sticker indicated that the article 
had been confiscated in the name of 
the Emperor of Japan. Tables, chairs, 
lishes, beds, and even built-in closets 

ere so claimed. 

The task finished, 
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charge faced the huddled group of 
frightened women. 

“If those stickers are removed,” he 
warned, “you will all be killed.” 

The incident had almost been for- 
gotten until one day a student came 
running to Miss Ford, crying hyster 
ically. The sticker on a wicker chair 
in which she had been sitting had 
worked loose and had fallen to the 
floor. 

With the students looking 
on breathlessly as if she were perform-

Therapeutic Agents. The therapeu- 
tic medicinals for treatment of ame- 
jiasis consist chiefly of the alkaloid 
f ipecac-emetine and its compounds ; 
irganic arsenicals; halogenated hy- 
lroxyquinoline compounds; and bis- 
iuth salts. 

Emetine hydrochloride is perhaps 
the most widely known of the various 
imebicides. While it is most effective 
in dealing with the parasites which 
lie within the tissues, it does not kill 
the ameba in the lumen or on the sur- 
iace of the intestines. Emetine seems 
to be the product of choice in con- 
troHing acute amebic diarrhea; also, 
in the treatment of extra-intestinal 
lesions, amebic hepatitis, and amebic 
abscess of liver and lung. The drug 
is administered subcutaneously one- 
sixth to one-half grain twice daily, 
not more than one grain a day, with 
not more than ten grains given in a 
single course. The nurse should watch 
for toxic reactions as the drug is 
highly potent and may bring about 
permanent heart damage. A good rule 
is laid down by Mackie who says that 
“individual doses should not exceed 
one milligram per kilo of body weight, 
and the total dosage in any single 
course of treatment should not be in 
excess of ten milligrams per kilo of 
body weight.” For oral use, emetine 
bismuth iodide and emetine pefiodide 
are available; they may, however, 
cause severe nausea and vomiting. 

The oxyquinolines are highly use- 
ful amebicides but they too have their 
limitations. The best known products 
are chiniofon (or anayodin), yatren, 
quinoxyl (which contain about 28 per 
cent of iodine); diodoquin (with 
about 63.9 per cent of iodine); and 
vioform (about 40 per cent of iodine).
